1 . IN MEETING WITH ASSISTANT SECRETARY ROGERS ON OCTOBER 
18, AMBASSADOR BERCKEMEYER SAID HE HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED BY 
PONMIN DE LA PLOR TO RAISE SUBJECT OP U.S. ARMS SALES TO 
PERU. HE REFERRED SPECIFICALLY TO PENDING REQUESTS PROM 
PERUVIAN EMBASSY FOR PURCHASE OP 280 APC'S, TRANSPER OP 
DESTROYERS AND PROVISION OP TECHNICAL DATA AND TECHNICAL 
TEAM ON MISSILE SYSTEMS, SAYING GOP WOULD APPRECIATE PROMPT 
RESPONSES. 

2. ROGERS SAID THAT WE HAD TRIED TO BE RESPONSIVE TO PERU- 
VIAN REQUESTS TO PURCHASE ARMS, CITING PREVIOUS SALE OP 131 
APC'S AS EXAMPLE, AND ASSURED BERCKEMEYER THAT WE ARE NOT 
POOTDRAGGING ON CITED REQUESTS. HE SAID THAT THEY INVOLVE 
SIGNIPICANT POLICY AS WELL AS BUREAUCRATIC PROBLEMS POR US 
AND THAT WE ARE WORKING ON THEM. RE TECNICAL DATA AND 
TEAM ON MISSILE SYSTEMS, U.S. POLICY ON SALE OP VARIOUS 
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MISSILE SYSTEMS TO LATIN AMERICA IS UNDER REVIEW AND RESPON- 
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SE WILL HAVE TO WAIT RESULTS OE THAT REVIEW. KISSINGER
